The General Assembly's 14- 
nation steering committee placed 
Acheson’s four-point resolution on 
the Assembly’s agenda. The pro- 
gram is called ‘united action for 
peace.” ° 

Acheson's plan calls for a peace 
patrol to check on the world’s 
trouble spots and the designa- 
tion by U.N. members of stand- 
by military forces to back up 
United Nations decisions. 

Other Issues Siaied. 

Over Russian objections the 
steering committee also voted for 
a full U.N. airing of the following 
controversial questions: 

1. Nationalist China's charge 
that the Soviet Union aided the 
Chinese Communists to power. 

2. A demand for an account- 
ing by Russia of thousands of 
German and Japanese war 
‘prisoners whom the _ Soviet 

Union is charged with still 
keeping. 

3. A review of the Greek- 
Balkan question. 

4. A reopening of the Spanish 

issue. 

The Russian objection to con- 
sideration of Nationalist China's 
charges was voted down 11 to 2. 
The two votes were cast by the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia. 
India abstained. Nationalist 
China’s charges against Russia 
first were raised at the 1949 As- 
sembly session.

In bitter Senate and House de- 
bates, critics of the bill con- 
demned it as a menace to free- 
dom that takes its cue from the 
very totalitarianism against which 
it is aimed, and which wouldn’t 
really hurt the Communists. 

Republicans and Democrats 
who backed the bill shouted “non- 
sense” and ‘“misrepresentation.” 
Senator Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, called the measure “a sec- 
ond declaration of independence.” 

The bill carries these major 
provisions: 

1. Compulsory registration of 
Communhists, Communist organ- 
izations and Communist-front 
groups. Officers of Communist- 
front groups, but not rank and 
file members, also would be 
registered. 

2. Authority in time of war, 
invasion or insurrection for in- 
ternment of persons deemed to 
be potential spies and _ sabo- 
teurs. 

3. A prohibition against Com- 
munists holding Government 
jobs or working in defense 
plants, transportation facilities, 
or defense laboratories. 

4. Sterner punishment of spies 
and saboteurs, and extension 
from three to 10 years of the 
time in which prosecution could 
be started in espionage cases. 

The bill declares Communists 
in America are “awaiting and 
seeking the moment . . that 
overthrow of the Government of 
the United States by force and 
violence may seem possible.”

No one was any happier than 
Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, com- 
mander of U.N. ground forces.

They’re pretty hungry.” 

Believes Reds Finished. 

The surrendered chief of staff 
is 30-year-old Senior Col. Lee Hak 
Ku of the Thirteenth North Ko- 
rean Division. He told interro- 
gators he believed the Red cause 
was finished and he believes in 
democracy now after studying it 
out. 

Remnants of both the North 
Korean Third and Thirteenth Di- 
visions were believed caught in 
the trap. Elements of both di- 
visions had hammered the Amer- 
ican defenders of Taegu. 

One cavalry non-com said, “Now 
we move.” 

The Red colonel walked alone 
through his withdrawing troops 
to give himself up. He is the high- 
est ranking officer so far to be- 
come a prisoner of war in Korea. 

In surrendering, he followed 
the example of a young Commu- 
nist lieutenant - colonel who 
trudged up to American lines in 
the same area several weeks ago 
under a white flag. The lieuten- 
ant-colonel had been commander 
of a Communist artillery battalion. 

Says He Is Disillusioned. 

Col. Lee said he had been in 
the North Korean army five years 
but had become increasingly dis- 
illusioned with the Red cause. 

“My ideals have changed in re- 
cent years,” he told interrogators 
for Col. H. C. Britt of Eustis, 
Fla. “I favor a democratic govern- 
ment now.” 

American staff officers took his

On the northern edge, where 
the Marines already had leap- 
frogged the Han, their column 
was at undisclosed locations on 
the Capital’s outskirts. 

Earlier field dispatches had 
said the Marines entered Seoul 
at 6 p.m. Wednesday (4 a.m. Wed- 
nesday St. Louis time), but 
Lambert’s dispatch shortly before 
midnight Thursday indicated they- 
were not yet inside the city 
proper. 

Seoul straggles up a ridge of 
wooded hills on the north, and 
its outer limits are not clearly 
defined. 


At House to House Stage. 


The swift advance of the Allied 
Tenth Corps from the original 
landings at Inchon appeared to 
have reached the slower house- 
to-house stage. 

There were reports of a Red 
mystery column heading down 
from North Korea. 

A big battle seemed in pros- 
pect. 


Besides the threat of the un- 
identified column of 40 tanks and 
200 other vehicles approaching 
Seoul from the north, Korean 
Reds rushed into the city from 
several other directions.

Gen. Douglas MacArthur ap- 
peared confident. After a visit to 
a Marine sector west of Seoul, 
directly across the Han from the 
capital, the United Nations com- 
mander went aboard the battle- 
ship Missouri off Inchon and then 
flew back to Tokyo. He had been 
at the second front since it 
opened on the Yellow sea shores 
last Friday.

Lt. Gen. Lemuel C. Shepherd,

Witness Indicates Car! 
May Have Been Hit 


From Rear.

Sworn testimony that Robert 
H. Moore, notorius 18-year-old 
traffic law violator, wag slumped 
behind the steering wheel of an 
automobile that struck a Union 
Electric pole in the 800 block of 
South Broadway last July 30, was 
given by three witnesses in depo-| 
sitions taken yesterday. 

In addition, two police officers | 
testified under oath that Moore’s | 
companion, Richard Dover, told 
them at City Hospital shortly | 
after the accident that Moore was | 
the driver. Dover later changed | 
his story, saying he did not re- 
member who was driving. 

The depositions were taken by 
Sigmund M. Bass, Moore’s attor- 
ney, in preparation for the 
youth’s defense to police court 
charges of driving when intoxi- 
cated, careless driving, destruc- 
tion of property and driving 
when his operator’s license was 
under suspension. Hearing on 
these charges is set*for Oct. 10. 
Moore also was indicted by the 
circuit court grand jury on 
charges of felonious wounding 
and driving when intoxicated. | 

Indication of Defense. 

An indication that Moore’s de- | 
fense may rest in part on the 
possibility that the automobile in 
which he was riding was struck 
from behind by another machine 
as it moved south on Broadway, 
throwing it out of control and 
against the pole, appeared in tes- 
timony of one of the witnesses. 

Reuel Barger, 18, 51812 South 
Vandeventer avenue, testified he 
heard the sound of two separate 
crashes on the night of the acci- 
dent. Barger said he was sit- 
ting in his automobile with his 
stepmother, Mrs. Rose Barger, 
and his girl friend, Miss Mary | 
Barnhart, 17. Their machine was | 
facing’ north in a parking lot | 
less than a half block from the | 
scene as they waited for the. 
youth's father, a truck driver, to 
turn in at a freight terminal | 
there. | 

.“I remember a couple of cars | 
going south past the parking lot,” | 
Barger said. “A few _ seconds| 
later, I heard two crashes, one | 
small and then another, much. 
Jouder. The first one sounded | 
as if two cars had locked bump- | 
ers. Then there was a real loud 
crash.” 

Bass led Barger through vari-| 
ous phases of this testimony; on 
each occasion, Barger repeated 
that he had heard two crashes 
and that the first one sounded as 
if two automobiles had locked 
bumpers. 

Recognized Moore. 

Barger said he ran to the 
acene, followed a few seconds 
later by Miss Barnhart. Both 
testified they recognized young 
Moore slumped unconscious be-| 
hind the wheel and saw Dover 
hopping around on the sidewalk 
complaining of his injuries. 

The other person who swore 
he saw Moore in the driver's 
seat was James K. Williams, Ne- 
gro, 2809 (rear) Lucas avenue... 
Williams and: Levi Bass, Negro, | 
both employes of another truck-, 
ing firm within a half block of | 
the scene, said they heard only | 
one crash, as did Miss Barnhart. 

Williams said he saw Moore | 
fn the driver’s seat, but Bass, 
who once had identified Moore 
to police, said he wasn’t sure 
because “I didn’t get a good look | 
at him.” He said he saw a man. 
behind the wheel and Dover on | 
the sidewalk outside the vehicle. 

The two police officers who 
testified Dover told them Moore 
was the driver were Patrolman 
George R. Washaw, officer on 
the beat, and Patrolman William 
O'Fallon, who was in the cruis- 
ing patrol that took the two 
youths to City Hospital. There, 
they said, Dover told each, sep- 
arately, that Moore was the 
driver, although the next day he | 
changed his story and reported |

Marshall Sworn 


In Privately, 


Confers With Chiefs of Staff 


Only Five Others Present at Ceremony — 


Defense Secretary Confirmed by 
Senate, 57 to 11. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP) 
~Gen. George C. Marshall was 
sworn in as Secretary of Defense 


this morning at a ceremony at- 
tended by only five other per- 
sons. ' 
The general was given the oath 
of office by Felix Larkin, general 
counsel of the Defense Depart- 


ment. 

In addition to Larkin, those 
present were Deputy Defense 
Secretary Stephen T. Early, who 
is retiring at the end of the 
month; Defense Public Informa- 
tion Director Osgood Roberts, 
Maj. C. J. George, Marshall’s 
aide, and an official photog- 
rapher. 

An announcement of the cere- 
mony said this private swearing- 
in was “in accordance with the 
wishes” of Marshall. The cere- 
mony was held in the office of 
the Secretary of Defense. 

The new secretary immediately 
conferred with the joint chiefs of 
staff. 

The way was cleared late yes- 
terday for Marshall to succeed 
Louis Johnson, who left office 
Tuesday in obedience to Presi- 
dent Truman’s wishes. 

By a 57-to-11 vote, the Senate 
confirmed Marshall’s nomination. 
Previously it and the House and 
the President had approved legis- 


lation to permit Marshall to take 
the post, reserved by law for a 
civilian. 

The 11 opposing votes were all 
cast by Republicans. Senator 
Donnell voted for confirmation, 
while Missouri’s other Senator, 
Kem, was paired against it. Lucas 
and Douglas of Illinois voted for 
confirmation. 

Marshall has a busy schedule 
ahead of him for the next few 
days. 

He is going to Geneseo, N. Y., 
tonight to speak at a tribute to 
retiring Representative James 
Wadsworth (Rep.), New York. 
Marshall told reporters his speech 
will be devoted solely to ‘talking 
about my old friendJim.” 

Tomorrow he will go to New 
York to meet with defense min- 
isters of the Western powers. But 
he declined in advance to say 
anything about plans for rearm- 
ing Germany or any other issues 
that might come up at the meet- 
ing. 

He said he had not decided 
whether to continue as president 
of the Red Cross but would stay 
on in that post at least until No- 
vember because of important de- 
cisions to be made about the Red 
Cross role in civilian defense. 

Marshall said also he expected 


to confer immediately with Na- 
tional Resources Board Chairman

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It may be true, as A. J. Shelton says 
in his letter, that “critics from time 
immemorial have agreed that the first 
end of art is to please, sensually or in- 
tellectually, but not necessarily moral- 
ly.” If so, it is high time the critics 
were learning otherwise, with respect 
to literary art at least. 

In fact moral excellence—speaking in 
the broadest sense of the term—ought 
to be the very first criterion in judging 
a work of literary art. Perfection of 
form and expression are of course great- 
ly to be desired, but these suffer subtle 
detraction in exactly the degree that 
the artist’s fundamental outlook falls 
short of the loftiest possible to- human 
nature. Who can help put experience 
sadness at contemplating a skilfully ex- 
ecuted literary production stemming 
from a basic viewpoint that is ignoble 
or untrue? 

If there were no absolute standards 
of morality, then it might be true that 
literary art has no ethical value. While 
it seems clear that many moral ideas 
are highly con‘roversial, it seems equal- 
ly clear, to me at least, that some moral 
ideas are incontrovertibly absolute. 

One such idea is the democratic ideal, 
which happens to be set forth with ex- 
quisite perfection of form and expres- 
sion in Eugene Grossenheider’s poem, 
“Tne Freedom Bell” (on Saturday’s edi- 
torial page), a work that ought to be 
widely reprinted. Any negative treat- 
ment of this idea, however skilfully ex- 
ecuted, could not fail, I think, to sad- 
den us by its creator's, depravity or 
error. — 

“The Freedom Bell” is an eloquent 
reply to Mr. Shelton’s statement that 
“he (Grossenheider) ... probably can- 
not prove that art has an ethical value.”

Time to Halt the Spiral 


If the President has any doubt as to when he 
ought to move to stop war inflation of prices 
and wages, it should be settled the minute he 
reads the figures about sale and redemption of 
Government bonds. 

In July and August, Americans bought $587,- 
347,000 worth of Government savings bonds of 
the E type. In the same months the Treasury 
cashed $761,405,000. In short, Uncle Sam paid 
out $174,158,000 more than he took in. 


This reflected two attitudes. One was that 
many articles would grow scarce and that the 
best time to buy them was in the early weeks 
of the Korean war—with a down payment if 
necessary. The second attitude was that the 
purchasing power of bond values would decrease 
as prices and wages went up. And so, many 
citizens sold their bonds, bought consumers 
goods and helped push up the inflation spiral. 

The role of Government savings bonds in 
keeping purchasing under control needs no elab- 
oration. The Truman Administration cannot af- 
ford to permit citizens to think that E bonds will 
be worth less than they paid for them. 

What is the essence of the task before us? 
The Committee for Economic Development has 
published a useful. analysis which points out 
that to increase military expenditures from an 
annual rate of 15 billion dollars to:a raté,of 30 
to 35 billion represents a considerably-smaller 
task than that which we achieved in World War 
II, when war outlays reached a peak of 90 bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

Since our economy fs about 50 per cent more 
productive that it was in World War II, it should 
be possible to turn out the required military 
goods without too sharp a contraction of the 
civilian economy. There will be pinches in cer- 
tain basic commodities like steel, but even these, 
with proper planning should not be crippling. 

It is not the overall dimensions of the task 
that present the major challenge, says CED, so 
much as two of its characteristics. First, the 
expansion of the military effort has to be done 
quickly; arms output must be more than doubled 
within a year. In this respect, the job before 
us is bigger than the one which confronted us 
in 1941, the year before Pear] Harbor. 

Second, the task is very big indeed in terms 
of its inflationary potential... Before Korea, 
civilian demands had already begun to push the 
economy close to capacity. The addition of 15 
or 20 billion dollars of new military demand can 
only mean imtense upward pressure on prices. 
Effects of the new military demand have 
scarcely begun to be felt. As the defense pro- 
gram gets rolling, it is bound to bring about a 
slow, relentless, unspectacular but cumulatively 
disastrous rise in prices—unless prompt and 
effective action is taken to counteract the infla- 
tionary forces before they set in.

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Don’t Forget Rents 

Rent Director Tighe Woods wants Congress 
to give him new authority to impose rent con- 
trols and to put commercial property under con- 
trol for the first time. Though he requests a 
sweeping extension of power, Congress must 
consider it part of the battle with inflation. 

Under the present law, any community that 
wants to keep rent controls after the first of 
the year must officially request an extension. 
All federal rent controls will end next July 1 
unless the law itself is extended. 

This piecemeal reduction of rent control was 
somewhat logical as long as the nation was ad- 
vancing toward a peacetime economy. But now 
the Korean war and our vast defense effort 
have increased the threat of inflation to a point 
where Congress has presented the President 
with more economic powers than he sought. 

What logic is there in giving the Government 
wide latitude to control wages, prices and mate- 
rials, but not granting similar authority over 
rents? Mr. Woods has raised a point that must 
not be neglected in our economic mobilization. 
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The Siren That Wasn’t 

In the matter of whether the siren and the 
buckeye whistle are one and the same thing, or 
two separate and distinct things, we wish to 
take a back seat and await the decision of the 
City of New York. 

The siren, you recall, has just been restricted 
to use in New York City as a warning of an im- 
pending air raid. Now the Fire Department, 
with scarcely a moment’s hesitation, has 
equipped some of its fire engines with buckeye 
whistles, which are startling a good many New 
Yorkers because they sound like sirens. The 
buckeye whistle is by definition “a protuberance 


from the exhaust manifold, operating on the ex- . 


haust gasses, with a high, shrill whistle that 
may be confused with the sound of a siren.” 

If we grasp this situation correctly, the buck- 
eye whistle is not a siren but only a whistle 
that sounds like a siren. On the same principle 
we suppose a featherbed isn't comfortable just 
because it feels so good, a ton of bricks isn't 
necessarily heavy on account of its weight, and 
a young woman may not be as pretty as a pic- 
ture merely because she looks as pretty as a 
picture. ' 

Furthermore, New York may not be the larg- 


est city in the world simply for having the 
largest population; and if New Yorkers don’t 
like it, all we can say is that they never should 
have started that business of the siren that 
wasn't a siren except for the sound it made.

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Marshall on the Job 


The country has a new Secretary of Defense 
now that George C. Marshall has been confirmed 
and sworn in. Since the precedent against a 
military man in a civilian post has been set 
aside, the course for everyone now is to give 
the new Cabinet officer every reasonable sup- 
port in making this.nation so strong that no 
other nation will ‘risk an atomic world war. 

Happily the new defense head knows also the 
work of the Department of State from first-hand 
experience. The prospect is that he will do all 
he can, while he unifies the armed forces and 
builds up our protective strength, to promote 
the cause of peace by peaceful means. There 
is every reason to expect the Department of De- 
fense to work in full accord with the Deépart- 
ment of State. 

This means inevitably, it seems to us, a new 
phase in international relations as well as de- 
fense matters:. With team work in the place 
of departmental rivalries both time and effort 
will be conserved. Just as the offensive in the 
Korean war is notice to people of Asia and Eu- 
rope that democracy is not decadent, so is 
George Marshall's new place at the Cabinet ta- 
ble warning to the Kremlin that the United 
States means business in the months ahead. 
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Putting a Name to War 

Men have hardly been busier at the unhappy 
business of war in late years than they have 
been at the business of putting a name to war. 

World War I and World War II were attempts 
to give wars given names. 

There have been attempts, too, to name their 
species. 

When the German and French armies sat be- 
hind their Siegfried and Maginot lines and 
glared at each other for weeks at the begin- 
ning of World War II, that phase of the conflict 
was called “the phony war.” 

Hitler had already developed the “war of 
nerves” into an instrument of national policy. 

Stalin took up, after World War II, where 
Hitler left off. His variety of the war of nerves 
was entitled by Walter Lippmann “the cold war.” 

To give the cold war something to be dis- 
tinguished from, the term “hot war” came into 
existence. 

The incipient world war in Korea has been 
called World War II42. The Chicago Daily News 
claimed this striking phrase in an advertisement 
in Newsweek, but the St. Louis Star-Times says 
its columnist Holmes Alexander used the term 
before the Daily News did. 

Fitzpatrick in his cartoon today gives still an- 
other name to war. “The stooge war,” he calls 
what is happening on the Korean peninsula and 
is beginning to happen in Indochina. 

Gen. Sherman gave war a name no one can 
question. “Hell,” he said. And one, two, two 
and a half, phony, cold, hot or stooge, hell it 
remains even when in the best of causes. 
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A Crackdown and a Breakdown 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson is an authority on the 
relation of state and local law enforcement. He 
has had to be. And the Governor of Illinois said 
in Washington that his recent state police raids 
against gambling joints represented not only a 
crackdown, but a “breakdown” of the work of 
local authorities. 

As Gov. Stevenson told the American Bar 
Association’s section on eriminal law, he was 
thoroughly reluctant to move in where sheriffs 
and prosecutors had ample authority to sup- 
press commercial gambling. Not only that, but 
his power was limited. It is a peculiarity of 
Illinois law that the Governor cannot remove 
local law enforcement officers who fail to do 
their duty. ; 

Yet while state encroachment on local au- 
thority can be dangerous, it is more dangerous 
to permit criminals to rake in huge profits and 
to corrupt local politics. That is what was hap- 


- pening in some Illinois counties, before the Gov- 


ernor sent in state police. As a result of these 
raids, local prosecutors were given strong evi- 
dence against gambling and absolutely no ex- 
euse for further inertia. 

It is a tribute to Gov. Stevenson that his last- 
resort action did not enhance the power of the 
state, but only provided a healthier base for 
local government.

“Letter to a Communist” as noted by Ros- 
coe Fleming in the Boomerang. The letter 
is said to have been written in the period 
1881-1883. 


Dear Sir—Your courteous letter of the 
first instant, in which you cordially con- 


sent to share my wealth, and dwell to-. 


gether with me in fraternal sunshine, is 
duly received. 


While I dislike to appear cold and dis- 
tant to one who seems so yearnful and so 
clinging, and while I do not wish to be 
regarded as purse proud or arrogant, I must 
decline your kind offer to whack up. 


You had not heard, very likely, that Iam 
not now a Communist. I used to be, I 
admit, and the society no doubt neglected 
to strike my name 
off the roll of active 
members. For a num- 
ber of years I was 
quite active as a 
Communist. I would 
have been more ac- 
tive, but I had con- 
scientious scruples 
against being active 
in anything then. 

While you may be 
perfectly sincere in 
your belief that the 
great capitalists like 
Mr. Gould and Mr. 
Vanderbilt should di- Bill Nye 
vide with you, you 
will have great difficulty in making it per- 
fectly clear to them. They will probably de- 
mur and delay, and hem and haw, and pro- 
crastinate, till finally they will get out of it 
in some way. 

Still, I do not wish to throw cold water 
on your enterprise. If the other capitalists 
look favorably on the plan, I will cheer- 
fully co-operate with them. You go and 
see what you can do with Mr. Vanderbilt, 
and then come to me. 

You go on at some length to tell me 
how the most of the wealth is in the hands 
of a few men, and then you attack those 
men and refer to them in a way that makes 


my blood run cold. You tell the million- 


aires of America to beware. for the hot 
breath of a bloody-handed Nemesis is al- 
ready in the air. 


You may say to Nemesis, if you please, 
that I have a double-barreled shotgun 
standing at the head of my bed every 
night, and that I am in the Nemesis busi- 
ness. You also refer to the fact that the 
sleuth-hounds of eternal justice are camped 
on the trail of the pampered millionaire, 
and you ask us to avaunt. 


If you see the other sleuth-hounds of 
your society within a week or two, I wish 
you would say to them that at a regular 
meeting of the millionaires of this coun- 
try, after the minutes of the previous 
meeting had been-read and approved, we 
voted almost unanimously to discourage 
any sleuth-hound that we found camped on 
our trail after 10 o’clock, p.m. 


I do not censure you, however. If you 
could convince everyone of the utility of 
Communism, it would certainly be a great 
boon—to you. To thase who are now en- 
gaged in feeding themselves with flat beer 
out of a tomato can, such a change as you 
suggest would fall like a ray of sunshine 
in a rat-hole, but alas! it may never be. 

I tried it a while, but my efforts were 
futile. The effect of my great struggle 
seemed to be that men’s hearts grew more 
and more stony, and my pantaloons got 
thinner and thinner on the seat, till it 
seemed to me that the world never was 
so cold. 

Then I made some experiments in man- 
ual labor. As I began to work harder and 
sit down less, I found that the world was 
not so cold. It was only when I sat down 
a long time that I felt how cold and rough 
the world really was. 


Perhaps it is so with you. Sedentary | 


habits and stale beer are apt to make us 
morbid. Sitting on the stone door sills 
of hallways and public buildings during 
cold weather is apt to give you an er- 
roneous impression of life.

Common Sense and Big Trucks

Indiana has won an important victory 
in its drive to protect its highways—and 
the lives of people on those highways— 
from the destructiveness and dangers of 
overloaded trucks. City Judge Harry 
Tutewiler of Logansport has ruled that 
state police have a right to halt and weigh 
any truck d of violating Indiana’s 
72,000-pound weight limit. Attorneys for 
two arrested truckers had contended such 
action violated the individual's search-and- 
seizure rights. 

Judge Tutewiler’s decision strikes us, as 
laymen unversed in the finer points of law, 
as one strongly supported by plain com- 
mon sense. In the first place, weighing a 
truck is not searching it. When police 
sight a truck they think is violating the 
weight law, they have to act on the spot 
or not at all. By the time they visited 
the courthouse and swore to a warrant, 
the truck would be miles away perhaps in 


privilege that obligates them to respect 
all traffic laws, whether they personally 
like those laws or not. 

If present penalties prove insufficient to 
dissuade overloaders, it will be up to the 
legislatures to provide penalties that will 
get results. If it takes jail sentences to 
do the job, then jail sentences should be 
decreed. It behooves the law-abiding ele- 
ment in the trucking industry, as well as 
citizens generally, to demand that weight 
laws be made enforceable.

Between Book Ends 


For the Glory of England 


""Devia-Adair Co. 300 eg (The 

Sir Francis Walsingham, Principal Sec- 
retary to tempestuous, red-haired Queen 
Elizabeth in the comparatively quiet days 
before Raleigh and Essex threw England's 
court into an uproar of intrigue and per- 
sonality clashes, was the first and perhaps 
the prototype of a group of lesser nobles 
and gentry whose single-minded efforts 
raised Great Britain to the position of fore- 
most power of the world. 


Playing politics, not as a game, but for 
love of their native land, these men, for 
the most part unsung, were the permanent 
civil service of their day. The greater 
glory of England, not personal aggrandize- 
ment, was their guiding light, and for 
England’s progress, as they saw progress, 
they were more than willing to go to any 
extreme. 


They needed no elaborate “justification” 
for the methods they used in the ac- 
complishment of English internal unity, 
external security and nationalistic growth, 
which meant ta them colonial conquest. 
Rather they were able to cloak their work 
with a seeming nobility of purpose rare in 
domestic servants, as they were inclined to 
think of themselves. England’s welfare, 
again as they viewed welfare, set their 
code of behavior. 


Walsingham was the first to suit his 
means to the end of England’s glory and 
to preserve, even heighten, his own self- 
respect at the same time. His efforts to 
unify the nation spiritually by stamping 
out Catholicism, which Henry VIII had 
renounced, are the subject of “Tudor 
Underground.” 

- . . 

The book itself seems over-long and 
there is too little Walsingham. But what 
of his character and motivations the novel 
presents save it from tedium. 

But this is one of those historical works 
of which it can be said that it sometimes 
suffers from translation; that is, the 
transition from a historical period to pres- 
ent-day understanding is not accomplished 
without inclusion of some of the trade- 
marks of transitional difficulty—stilted 
characters and unreal situations. 

Walsingham’s characteris clearly drawn; 
some others are not so well presented. 

The plot centers about a young man 
employed by Walsingham to ferret out 
Catholics. It is probably typical of Wal- 
singham that he employs the youth to do 
this because he is a Catholic. The spy 
soon finds that he must choose between 
master and conscience. In pursuit of two 
Catholic priests who have entered the 
country he is forced to choose between his 
religion and his career. 

_iIt would be unfair not to add that re- 
ligion wins out and that what Walsingham 
offers—material advancement, personal 
wealth and the rest—is renounced. Much 
more intriguing, however, is Walsingham 
himself, who offers wealth and glory to 
others to gain his ends and get the work 
nero Pr cares nothing for such things 


Although the hero makes his choice, the 
author does not comment on it. He re- 
frains from expressing an opinion as to 
which was the wiser selection—the world 
or the soul.

DARLING K. GREGER, RETIRED 
PALEONTOLOGY CURATOR, DIES 


Funeral services for Darling K. 
Greger, curator of the Washing- 
ton University paleontology col- 
lection from 1928 until his retire- 
ment in 1942, have been tenta- 
tively set for tomorrow at Ful- 
ton, Mo., where he made his 
home. 

Mr. Greger, 81 years old, died 
Tuesday at a Fulton nursing home 
after a long illness. He was born 
in Cincinnati, O., and was reared 
on a farm in Callaway county, 
Missouri. ‘As a youth he regular- 
ly rode a horse 25 miles to hear 
geology lectures at the University 
of Missouri at Columbia, where 
he later was curator of the 
paleontology collection.

He held 
instructorships in geology there 
and at Rolla School of Mines and 
Metallurgy, and was a former as- 
sistant state geologist. He wrote 
several books. 

A collection of 60,000 fossils 
he gathered largely in Missouri 
was given to Yale University. Fol- 
lowing World War I, Mr. Greger 
was emloyed by oil concerns as 
one of the first scientists to ap- 
ply paleontology to location of oil 
deposits.

The North Atlantic pact is a 
useful first step. But even the 
United States and Western 
Europe together are not suf- 
ficient. If we lose the friendship 
of the great mass of the Asian 
peoples, there will be little hope 
for the west. This gets down to 
a complicated, difficult, troubled 
relationship which I want to con- 
sider in this and several follow- 
ing columns. 


It is East vs. West, color vs. 
white, high technology vs. primi- 
tive agriculture, colonialism vs. 
nationalism. Above all, itis inthe 
deep-seated memory of two cen- 
turies of exploitation of East by 
West. 


Cruel and Arrogant. 


This exploitation was more 
often than not cruel, arrogant, 
ruthless and greedy. The memory 
of it in a hundred thousand 
ways is seared deeply into the 
consciousness of Asia’s millions. 
The heritage of suspicion it has 
left behind may well be the 
greatest single obstacle to practi- 
cal understanding and workable 
partnership between the two 
halves of the globe. 

Fortunately, the record of the 
United States is considerably bet- 
ter than that of most European 
nations on this score. In 1900 at 
the time of the Boxer rebellion in 
China, instead of grabbing Chi- 
nese territory as the other powers 
did, America devoted its share of 
the reparations to financing Chi- 
nese students in this country. 

As a result of the war with 
Spain, the Philippines became an 
American possession. It was the 
initial thrust of American power 
in the Far Pacific. 

Almost from the first, after the 
bitter fighting with Aguinaldo’s 
guerrillas was ended, the Ameri- 
can objective was made clear. 
That objective was to govern in 
the interests of the Philippine 
people and, ultimately, to give 
them their independence. When 
President McKinley sent William 
Howard Taft to the Philippines at 


O make up at least in part for the deficiencies in America’s 
defenses, guns, ships, tanks and planes are being ordered and 
soon will be made in greater numbers than ever before in 
peacetime.

tablish a government in 1900 he 
said: 
“The commission should bear in 
mind that the government which 
they are establishing is designed 
not for our satisfaction or for the 
expression of our theoretical 
views, but for the happiness, peace 
and p rity of the people of 
the Philippine Islands.” 


Mr. Taft’s Success. 


One of Taft’s solid achieve- 
ments, both as Philippine commis- 
sioner and later as President, was 
to help the little brown brother 
toward the goal of independence. 
He personally negotiated with 
the Pope purchase of some 
400,000 acres of friar land in the 
Philippines. Much of this land, 
including some of the richest hold- 
ings in the islands, was sold to 
Philippine farmers. 

Efforts were made to bring Fil- 
ipinos into the government. By; 
1927 there were 470 Americans 
in the government service and 
18,246 natives. 

In the aftermath of the devasta- 
tion of World War II and with 
the misuse of funds ladled out by 
Washington too freely, the Phil- 
ippines today have a sorry look. 
The Huks, often Communist-led. 
are a serious threat to peace and 
stability. 


Nevertheless, the American ex- 
ample has had a wide influence 
in Asia. It was convincing proof 
that a Western nation did want 
an Oriental people to progress 
toward statehood. 


A More Cynical Era? 


American missionaries in every 

Asian country helped to spread 
goodwill and, in many instances, 
provided medical help and know!- 
edge. These missionaries sent 
home intimate reports of the 
struggle of Asian peoples for 
freedom and decency. Millions 
of American children—how well 
I remember it from my own 
childhood — filled mite boxes 
with pennies for foreign missions, 
most of them in Asia. 
Some of this was supercilious 
and condescending, scme of it 
blindly fanatical, some of it 
downright silly. Much of it was 
not merely well-intentioned but 
profoundly rewarding in terms of 
friendship and _ understanding. 
This is another era, a harsher 
and more cynigal era. How much 
of the goodwill out of the past 
survives today?

Lieb, who plainly did a tre- 
mendous amount of résearch on 
the antecedents and early days 
of baseball, tells, for instance, 
that a book on children’s games, 
written in 1820, mentioned 
baseball and told how it was 
played. That was 19 years be- 
fore Doubleday, according to 
the Cooperstown myth, marked 
out his diamona. 


An Anglophobe Helped 


Build Myth About Abner. 


IEB goes on to tell how the 

myth probably started. It 

seems that Albert Goodwill 
Spalding, one of baseball’s great 
pioneers, didn’t like anything 
British. He resented the writings 
of Henry Chadwick, sometimes 
referred to as “the Father of 
Baseball” to the effect that 
baseball actually was a lineal 
descendant of the English game 
or rounders, brought to this 
country by English immigrants. 

‘Lieb quotes Spalding as say- 
ing péetulantly, “For 40 years 
I've been fed on this pap of 
baseball's British origin and that 
it sprang from rounders. and 
I'm about fed up.” 

In 1905 Spalding tried to get 
the thing settled by naming a 
six-man committee to “settle in 
some comprehensible and au- 
thoritative way, for all time, 
the origin of baseball.” 

It sounded like a good com- 
mittee, but according to Lieb’s 
findings the secretary of the 
committee was one Jim Sulli- 
van, described as Spalding’s 
“right-hand man,” and another’ 
member was A. G. Mills, a Civil 
War veteran and relative of 
General Doubleday. Mills had 
a tremendous admiration for 
Doubleday and his report to the 
committee was full of the Gen- 
eral’s exploits at Fort Sumter 
and Gettysburg. It was all very 
good, but contributed nothing 
to the story of baseball’s origin. 

At any rate the committee’s 
report cleared baseball of any 
British taint and stated categori- 
cally that Abner Doubleday did 
invent the game in 1839 at 
Cooperstown. The little New 
York village was happy to have 
the honor thrust upon it, with- 
out asking any questions. 

Lieb’s investigations  dis- 
closed that Doubleday was at- 
tending West Point in 1839 and 
he points out that it is not like- 
ly that the Point would have 
given Abner a vacation to hie 
off to Cooperstown to play 
baseball with the boys of the 
village. 


They Played Ball 


Back in 2000 B.C. 


URING his research about 
D games played with a ball 

and a stick, Lieb learned 
that there is a leather ball in 
the British Museum in London, 
a ball used “in the Nile League 
somewhere around 2000- B.C.,” 
and Fred suggests that if they 
were to decipher “all of the 
hieroglyphics indented into the 
inner linings of the pyramids 
... they might find the batting 
average of some early Egyptian 
Joe DiMaggio.” 

In The Baseball Story, Lieb 
treats the obvious highlights in 
the history of the game, from 
the New York Knickerbockers 
down to the bonus players of 
today and the Pacific Coast's 
ambitions to be major league. 
He tells of the early struggles 
of organized baseball, the 
Brotherhood War, the Federal 
League, the White Sox scandal, 
the Ban Johnson-Judge Landis 
feud and the stars of the 
diamond. 

There is a chapter on old 
Chris Von Der Ahe, of course, 
and one about Branch Rickey, 
Sam Breadon and the Car- 
dinals. Fred did most of his 
baseball writing in New York, 
but he has been in St. Louis 
frequently and lived here for 
some time while writing for 
Taylor Spink’s Sporting News. 
When in an early book, The 
St. Louis Cardinals, he spoke 
about the city as “on the banks 
of the Big Muddy,” we were 
tempted to drop him a aote. But 
we figured he'd get scores of 
messages about that. Apparent- 
ly nobody told him about it, 
for in his latest book he again 
refers to “that first 1926 Car- 
dinal flag,” that “created a wild 
sensation on the banks of the 
Big Muddy.” 

It probably doesn’t matter, 
but we'll have to remind Fred 
this time that our city is on the 
banks of the Mississippi and 
that in these here parts the 
Missouri River is the Big 
Muddy, partner.

Laboratory to Be Used for 
Diagnosis, Treatment of Dis- 
eases and Research. — 


A radio-active isotope labor- 
atory to be used in the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases as well 
as for research has been estab- 
lished at Jewish Hospital, 216 
South Kingshighway, it was an- 
nounced today by Major B. Ein- 
stein, president of the board of 
directors. 

The laboratory, first of its kind 
in a.St. Louis hospital not af- 
filiated with a university, will re- 
ceive isotopes, or radio-active 
chemicals, from the United States 
Atomic Energy plant at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. Use of them will 
be supervised at the hospital by 
a group of medical specialists as- 
sisted by two consultant nuclear 
physicists, Dr. Wilfred Konneker 
and Dr. Kennard Morgenstern. 

Initially, it was said, the iso- 
topes will be used in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of certain 
diseases of the thyroid glands, 
certain heart ailments, blood cir- 
culation disturbances and some 
types of cancer.

THE KOREAN WAR also brought the seasonal 
decline in television set sales to an abrupt end.

Some Ditferent Ways to Fix Tomatoes [o¥ te recono 
They're Something Special Baked, Fried Green: or Mixed With Eggplant 


By Hoyt Alden 


HERE was a time when the 
T tomato was thought to be pois- 
onous. Judging frcm the way 
the Little Woman approaches the 
tomato, one would conclude it is 
still considered poisonous if 
served in any manner except 
sliced, stewed or (‘as when the 
Little Woman decides to be fancy 
as all get-out) hollowed out and 
stuffed with chicken salad. 


Fcr the benefit of Birdie the 
Bride, there are a lot of other 
things that can be done with a 
tomato, and they not only won't 
poison anyone, but they will make 
for gastronomic happiness and 
general domestic felicity. 


Such things, for instance, as 
baked stuffed tomatoes, which are 
prepared like this: 


Get eight medium-sized, firm 
tcmatoes and cut off a thin slice 
from the stem end. Then scoop 
out the pulp, leaving the walls 
at least a quarter of an inch thick. 
Then set the cups in a shallow, 
buttered baking dish. Save the 
pulp. 

Now, saute a half .cup of 
chopped cnion and a cup of 
chopped celery in shortening for 
a couple of minutes. Then add 
a pound of hamburger and two 
teaspoons of salt and saute it for 
five minutes more, stirring~ fre- 
quently. Next adc the tomato 
pulp, let it simmer a few min- 
utes, and then add a third of a 
cup of dry bread erumbs. 


Fill the tomato cups lightly, pil- 
ing them high. Put another third 
of a cup of breadcrumbs in melted 
butter and then sprinkle them 
over the top. Bake it in a moder- 
ate oven fcr 15 to 20 minutes and 
you will begin to get some idea 
of the possibilities inherent in the 
tomato.

IF THAT arouses your interest 
in further experiments with toma- 
to dishes, you can try something 
like tomatoes in sour cream. Like 
this: 

Cut as many tomatoes as you 
need in half. Season them and 
dredge them in flour... Chop up 
some onion and put it in the

relish. One of the things, for in- 
stance, is fry: them. It may not 
sound so tempting, but wait until 
you've tried it. Like this: 

Select firm tomatoes, wash 
them, and cut off the stem end 
and the bottom. Then cut them 
in half-inch slices. Now mix a 
third of a cup of flour with three- 
fourths of a teaspoon of salt and 
a dash of pepper. Dip both sides 
of the tomato slices in the mix- 
ture. 

Now heat a fourth of a cup of 
shortening until it is sizzling hot. 


Put in the tomatoes and cook them 
pretty fast until they are browned 
on the under side. Then turn them 
carefully and reduce the heat so 
that they cook until thoroughly 
hot and soft clear through. Put 
them on a platter and eat them as 
they are, which is plenty good, or 
cover them with cheese or onion 
sauce, which you may find even 
better.

FOR EGGPLANT lovers, here 
is a happy blending of that vege- 
table with tomatoes that is an 
epicurean triumph. 


Peel a medium-sized eggplant 
and cut it into cubes larger than 
dice. Season it with salt and pep- 
per and sprinkle it with flour. 


Heat two tablespoons of olive 
oil until very hot, and saute the 
eggplant until it is golden brown. 
Now peel and quarter four toma- 
toes. Heat two more tablespoons 
of olive oil in another pan and 
saute the tomatoes therein. 


Now combine the two vegeta- 
bles, chop and crush two cloves 
of garlic and toss in and let it 
cook for a few minutes. When 
you serve it sprinkle it with 
chopped parsley and you'll won- 
der where it’s been all your life.

SOME PEOPLE SAY you have 
to acquire a taste for tomato pre- 
Serves, or marmalade as it’s some- 
times called. If you would like to 
try it with a view to acquiring a 
taste, it’s made this way: Press 
ripe tomatoes through a coarse 
sieve and then put in a jelly bag 
to drain. Weigh the pulp, and for 
every two pounds, add a cup dnd 
a half of sugar and a cup and a 
half of apple juice. Add a vanilla 
bean and cook it all together un- 
til it is thick like marmalade. 
Seal it in hot, sterilized jars.

Fix It Yourself

Natural Wood Finishes. 


LOT of the interior wood- 
A work used in today’s homes 
is given what they call a 
“natural” finish. This can be just 
about anything that doesn’t cover 
up the wood grain—a wood seal, 
shellac, varnish or a combination 
of shellac and varnish. 


Before any of these are applied 
the wood should be sanded down 
smooth and then wiped clean with 
a little turpentine. Wood seals 
are applied with a brush or cloth. 
Give the seal a few minutes to 


scak into the wood and then wipe 
off the excess. Two coats are 
usually applied and after the final 
coat is dry the surface is waxed. 
White shellac is a quick drying 
finish and usually only two coats 
are required. After this is dry 
you can apply a coat of wax. Two 
coats of varnish, or a coat of shel- 
lac followed by a coat of varnish, 
are ckay if you don’t mind the 
fact that the varnish is going to 
give the wood a sort of yellowish 
tone. You need a coat of wax 
over this finish just as you do 
for the others. 


Don’t make the mistake of not 
using any sort of finish over this 
woodwork. If the wood is left un- 
finished it will in time absorb dirt 
and be impossible to clean unless 
you sand the surface down.

NEW YORK. 

FTER a short meeting of our 

United Nations delegation 

Tuesday morning I took Lady 
Stella Reading and Miss Owen, 
who is traveling with her, to 
lunch with John Golden at 
Sardi’s. They wanted to meet 
Mr. Golden and to see that rather 
unique restaurant where one sees 
so many people of the theater 
world. 

No one had told me that the 
afternoon session had been put 
off until 3 o’clock and so I hur- 
ried away from luncheon with my 
two British guests and dashed 
out to Flushing to find we were 
among the first people to arrive. 
This gave me an opportunity not 
only to get my guests good seats 
for the afternoon but to show 
them around the buildings.

AT 3 O’CLOCK the place was 
teeming with people. I don’t 
think there have ever been so 
many guests. Every seat was 
filled and the photographers were 
scurrying around taking pictures, 
particularly of the foreign min- 
isters. Great Britain’s Foreign 
Minister Ernest Bevin sat across 
the aisle from me.and I was glad 
to see Mrs. Bevin with him. The 


French Prime Minister, Robert 
Schuman, was there as well as 
Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky, whom the photog- 
raphers could hardly wait to re- 
ceive. 

In opening the 1950 General 
Assembly session, Foreign Minis- 
ter Carlos P. Romulo of the Phil- 
ippines, the outgoing Assembly 
president, was wise enough not 
to make a long speech reviewing 
everything that had happened in 
the world. He is a remarkably 
good presiding officer, and the 
afternoon meeting which might 
have bogged down and left us 
with very little accomplished was 
carried right on to a successful 
conclusion, largely through Gen. 
Romulo’s ability, tact and firm- 
ness. 
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THE EXPECTED resolutions 
on the seating of the Communist 
Chinese delegates came promptly. 
India presented a resolution al- 
most at once. The Soviet Union 
first presented on against the 
seating of the Nationalist delegates 
and later proposed the seating of 
the Chinese Communist delegates. 
I must say that Mr. Vishinsky 
was remarkably temperate, really 
almost conciliatory. When he did 


use rough language he carefully 
explained that he was quoting 
from an American general. 

We ended the day rather late, 
after having passed a Canadian 
resolution that suggested the ap- 
pointment of a committee to study 
the whole question of eligibility 
of nations. The Chinese Nation- 
alist delegates will occupy their

HEN your initial meld must 

be 120, jokers are necessary; 

and there you will find a 

paradox: If you don’t have them, 

you can’t meld; and if you do 

have them, you don’t have to 

meld. Not for a while, at least. 

You are lucky enough to pick 
up this hand, needing 120: 


You could meld 120 immedi- 
ately—two jokers and two queens. 
But you don’t. You wait; in fact, 
you may wait four or five rounds. 
For you want to get the pack, and 
if a card is thrown that you can 


match with a natural pair, you | 


have the additional wherewithal, 


the jokers, to bring the score up | 


120 


In discarding while you wait, | 


throw your single cards and save 
your pairs, of course; and prefer 
to throw your higher single cards. 


This time, save the seven and the 
four. Throw the king, ten, or nine. 
Hope that your future draws will 
pair the seven or the four or both. 


Your right-hand opponent is 
more likely to throw you low 
cards than high ones. It is proper 
for him to do this. He doesn’t 
know you have two jokers. Often 
you might be able to reach 120 
by matching a discarded 10-point 
card, whereas you couldn't do so 
by matching a 5-point card. As 
the pack builds up and becomes 
more valuable, he will become 
less and less likely to throw any 
high cards your way—if he can 
help it. So for that future time 
you save your lower cards. 


You don’t intend to break up 
your queens, of course. If the 
worst comes to the worst, you 
will retain the full 120-point meld 
in your own hand, even though 
you fail to get the pack.

Librarian Retiring to Read:More Books 


Charles H. Compton, After 44 Years 
as Dispenser of Reading Material, 
Plans Study of Great Books—He's 
Not Sure Public Taste Has Improved

HARLES H. COMPTON is retiring as Librarian of the St. 
Louis Public Library Oct. 24 and like most men about to sur- 
render their life’s vocation he views the prospect with mixed 


emotions. His increased leisure, however, will have one big ad- 
vantage. He can read more books. 


This doesn’t mean that Comp- 
ton has had any resemblance to 
the bare-footed shoemaker or the 
butcher who was a sworn vege- 
tarian. On the contrary he has 
been one of his own best custom- 
ers during the whole of the 44 
years—29 in St. Louis—that he 
has spent as a professional cus- 
todian and dispenser of books. 
But the administrative details of 
a chief librarian’s post are mani- 
fold and there are many more 
good books in the world than 
there are empty hours in which 
to read them. So Compton, like 
most habitual readers, has by- 
passed many landmarks of litera- 
ture with the hope that he would 
return some day to examine them 
more thoroughly. 


Compton will return, however, 
not to one author nor to any 
miscellaneous and oddly assorted 
list but to a systematic series 
comprising® in his belief, the 
greatest writing of all times. This 
means that he will devote much 
of his future to the Great Books 
program which he helped to or- 
ganize in St. Louis. 

Participation in this movement 
assures a full reading schedule 
for anybody; it also leads to a 
sorting out of jumbled impres- 
sions and the clarification of 
ideas through a kind of Socratic 
debate in open meeting. So 
Compton is an enthusiastic Great 
Books man.

at one given time, of course, and 
even over a period of years some 
fabricator of thrillers might reach 
a greater circulation. But from 
statistics and from the opinions of 
other librarians, it seemed un- 
questionable that Mark Twain, as 
a perennial favorite, outstripped 
all others. Subsequent observa- 
tions have led him to believe that 
this continues to be the, case. 
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OMPTON’S own favorite 

among the English language 

novelists is Thomas Hardy 
and if he were forced to make a 
choice of Hardy’s works, it would 
be “Jude the Obscure.” 

“I am drawn to Hardy,” he says, 
“because of all modern writers 
he most nearly resembles the 
Greeks in spirit.” 

In checking over a cross section 
of the books he has read since he 
came to St. Louis in 1921 (ex- 
clusive of the Great Books list), 
he found, however, a preponder- 
ance of biographies, autobiogra- 
phies and letters. 

“Perhaps I am a hero worship- 
er,” he explained,.“or perhaps I 
like to discover that great men 
have much in common with all 
of us.” 

But there are striking contrasts 
in the great men he has examined 
through their own writings or that 
of others. There is Theodore 
Roosevelt, the advocate of the 
strenuous life (“Letters to His 
Children”); William James, psy- 
chologist and the formulator of 
Pragmatism (“Letters”); Henry 
Adams—‘“I like pessimists and he 
was one;” (“The Education of 
Henry Adams.”); Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, a great philoso- 
pher of the law (“Yankee from 
Olympus” by Catherine Drinker 
Bowen); George W. Norris, . the 
crusading statesman, (“Fighting 
Liberal; An Autobiography’) and 
others. There is also a great 
woman, Eleanor Roosevelt, (“This 
Is My Story”) and Compton says 
of this book: “How anyone can 
réad it and not like Eleanor 
Roosevelt is more than I can un- 
derstand.” 

Included in Compton’s cross 
section is Josephine Johnson’s 
first novel “Now in November,” 
which won the Pulitzer Prize and 
which was written when she was 
a young girl in St. Louis. He 
thinks it’s a memorable work for 
its emotional sensitivity and 
polished style and St. Louisans 
should be eternally proud of it. 

St. Louisans, however, shouldn't 
be too proud of the support given 
to their library, in his opinion. 
Its financial status compares un- 
favorably with most cities of ap- 
proximately the same resourees. 
As a result—to name two particu- 
lars—its staff is underpaid and 
the library facilities are not ac- 
cessible enough to 44 per cent 
of the community. ° 

So long as this is true, he says,

The very 
best that can be said for such a 
doub!e is that it may keep the 
doubler’s partner from making a 
suicidal rebid; but against this, 
other repercussions are far more 
numerous and far less favorable! 
The most probable by-product of 
such a double is to drive the en- 
emy into another contract which 
the doubler’s partner, in all inno- 
cence and with considerable rea- 
son, will double on his own ac- 
count, looking to his helpmate for 
defense in more than one di- 
rection. 

Thus, in the case at hand, after 
East doubled two clubs, West cer- 
tainly had reason to feel that two 
hearts could be punished! The 
opponents’ vulnerability made the 
double all the more attractive. 
Unfortunately, however, East did 
not contribute a trick to the de- 
fense except his third-round over- 
ruff of dummy in spades, and 
since West himself could add only 
two heart tricks to the total, the 
doubled contract was fulfilled, 
giving North-South game and 
rubber. 

The objection may be taken 
that each double, like each bid, 
must be made on the player's own 
responsibility, and that West had 
no right to double two hearts 
merely because East had doubled 
two clubs. This is a theory, how- 
ever, which has no practical 
application! A partnership would 
not function very well if each 
member made decisions strictly 
in the light of his own holding!

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Century of Revolutions 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


IETZSCHE, the nineteenth 
century philosopher, tried 


is dead”—by which he meant 
that men, in his period, were 
losing their faith. He also cast 
a prophetic eye toward the fu- 
ture and foretold that the 
twentieth century be 
one of wars and revolutions. 
His two statements were asso- 
ciated by a deeper logic than 


_ the inventor of the “superman” 


philosophy knew: men who 
have ceased to love God will 
not love their neighbors for 
very long—and they will find 
particular difficulty in trying 
to lové that special neighbor, 
their enemy. 

This is, indeed, a century of 
revolutions. But it need not 
go down in history as a period 
when revolutions were entirely 
economic and political. There 
is always the possibility open 
to us of making ours the time 
of glorious revolutions, of revo- 
lutions against ourselves. A 
revolution is involved when- 
ever any soul dethrones the 
ego which has mastered him 
and submits, instead, to the 
principle of love. A revolution 
occurs whenever humility re- 
places pride in us, and we 
abandon the foolish striving for 
“success” and notoriety. 

ae. 


THIS TYPE of home-made 
revolution has its pattern in 
the action of Our Lord Him- 
self; the night before he died 
for the redemption of the 
world, He knelt before His fol- 
lowers, as if He were least of 
them all. Earlier in His teach- 
ing life, He had often told 
them not to seek the first seats 
at the table, not to desire to 
be known among men. 


When the Apostles disputed 
among themselves as to which 
of them was greatest, He called 
for a revolution in their values. 
He had told them: “The kings 
of the Gentiles lord it over 
them, and those who rule over 
them win the name of bene- 
factors. With you, it is not to 
be so; no difference is to be 
made among you between the 
greatest and the youngest of 
all, between him who com- 
mands and him who serves. 
Tell me, which is greater: the 
man who sits at table, or the 
man who serves him? Surely, 
the man who sits at table; yet 
I am here among you, as your 
servant.” 


Our Lord had instituted the 
revolution of humility in words 
before; now He put it into prac- 
tice after the Last Supper, when 
“He laid his garments aside, 
took a towel and put it about 
him; and then he poured water 
into the basin, and began to 
wash the feet of his disciples, 
wiping them with the towel 
that girded him.” 

Slaves were assigned, in those 
days, to such menial tasks as 
this. It was a topsy-turvy event 
on a gigantic scale to have the 


Master of Masters, the King of 
Kings kneel do.n at 24 cal- 
loused, sweaty feet and make 
them clean—as His absolution 


words: 
himself will be humbled, and 


AT THE MOMENT these 
words were uttered, Caesar lost 
his throne. The principle of ex- 
ploitation was undone, and ar- 
rogance and pride were shown 
the door. From now on, all 
Christians had been warned 
against judging as the world 
judges, against seeking for 
themselves the rewards the 
world can give. As water 
dropped from His hands that 
night, the old systems of moral- 
ity were rendered obsolete, and 
the noblest concepts of the an- 
cients became inadequate for 
man. From now on, the worst 
of all possible disorders of the 
soul were known: they were the 
failure to serve others, the ac- 
counting of oneself as being 
worthy of a special privilege. A 
new law had been born: it re- 
vealed the equality of all men 
before God, and went on to de- 
clare the beauty of humility. 

Revolution within the soul is 
the Christian adventure. It re- 
quires no hatred, demands no 
personal rights, claims no exalt- 
ed titles, tells no lies. In such 
a revolution, it is love which 
bores from within and acts as 
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and classes, races and parties 
and cliques. But Our Divine 
Lord did not take as His first 
task the social revolution; he 
first remade individual man 
through the Resurrection and 
then, later, by sending His 
spirit into man, He regenerated 
the old world’s society. 

St. Augustine said: “They 
that perturb the peace they 
live in, do it not for hate of it, 
but to show their power in the 
alteration of it.” Wars come 
when men project their inner 
conflicts onto the outside world; 
peace will come when many men 
have waged the inner revolu- 
tion in which their pride is 
broken and their selfish ambi- 
tion is destroyed. The peace 
that follows on such spiritual 
warfare can act as a happy con- 
tagion from soul to soul, bring- 
ing peace on earth to all men 
of goed will. 
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Preparing Spiced Fruits 


By Edith M. Barber 


HERE is nothing that adds| 


‘more to the dinner table dur- 

ing the winter than spiced 
fruit for service with the main 
course. This is rather expensive 
to buy ready-made. It is consid- 
ered a luxury and not to be found 
at every food market. 

It can be made in the home 
kitchen at a reasonable cost dur- 
ing the time whén peaches, crab 
apples and pears are plentiful. 
The preparation is not difficult 
and takes a comparatively short 
time. Later on, you will be glad 
indeed that you had taken ad- 
vantage of such an opportunity. 
A few extra jars can well be 
planned as Christmas gifts or as 
hostess gifts. These should be 
labeled attractively with the name 
the cook and the date of spic- 

g. 

Crab apples are all just the 
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right size naturally. This is also 
true of Seckel pears, and both of 
these fruits are prepared without 
paring. The small size peaches 
should be selected. Larger pears 
may be used if they are halved, 
pared and cored. The fruits which 
will have the peel removed, 
should be dropped in salted water 
so as to keep them an even color. 
Of course. they will darken even- 
ly during the spicing. Speaking 
of color, the spices (excepting the 
cloves which are used to stud the 
fruit) should be tied in a bag be- 
fore they are cooked in the sugar, 
vinegar and water syrup. Other- 
wise, the fruit will continue to 
darken after it has been put in 
the jars. 

After the sirup has been pre- 
pared, the fruit should be cooked 
gently until tender and the kettle 
should be covered. The fruit 
stand overnight, then 
drained. The jars are then filled 
with the fruit and the sirup, after 
being brought to a boil. Be sure 
that each piece of fruit is com- 
pletely covered before the jars 
are sealed. 


Spiced Peaches. 

Eight pounds peaches, seven 
3-inch sticks cinnamon, two table- 
spoons whole cloves, two table- 
spoons whole allspice, eight and 


one-half cups sugar, one quart 
cider vinegar, two cups water. 
Scald peaches in boiling water 
and rub off skins. Dip in cold 
water and peel. Stud with whole 
cloves. Tie remaining spices in 
bag and cook with sugar, vinegar 
and water. After syrup has come 
to a boil, cover and cook 5 min- 
utes. Add peaches, re-cover, and 
cook, slowly until tender. Let 
stand overnight and drain. Re- 
move spice bag. Pack peaches in 
clean, hot jafs. Bring syrup to 
boil, pour over peaches and seal 
at once. Yield: About six pints. 


Pickled Crab Apples or 
Seckel Pears. 


Eight pounds crab apples or 
Seckel pears, five 2-inch sticks 


cinnamon, two tablespoons whole 
cloves, two tablespoons whole 
allspice, four pounds sugar, one 
quart vinegar, one pint water. 

Crab apples need merely to 
have skins pricked. Stems should 
be allowed to remain. Seckel 
pears should be cooked 10 min- 
utes in water to cover. Then 
drained and skins pricked. Tie 
spices in cloth bag and boil with 
sugar, vinegar_and water about 10 
minutes until fruit is tender. Let 
stand overnight. Remove spice 
bag, drain off syrup and bring to 
boiling. Pack fruit in hot jars, 
and pour syrup over them. Fill 
jars to top and seal at once. 
Yield: About 5 pints.
